
Poison gas scare as 
family is evacuated 

AN EMERGENCY service has warned 
of the dangers of carbon monoxide 
poisoning, after a Northampton fam¬ 
ily of four was taken to hospital. 

East Midlands Ambulance Service was 
called to a house in Bidders Close at about 
9.45pm on Monday, after receiving a 999 call. 

Call handlers advised the family to evacu¬ 
ate the house, and they were taken to hospital 
by ambulance. 

A spokesperson for the service said: “We 
received an emergency call and, from the in¬ 
formation given, it was logged as suspected 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

“The caller was advised to get everyone 
outside as it was unsafe to remain in the 
property. 

“Highly-skilled clinicians in a fast-re¬ 
sponse vehicle and a double-crewed ambu¬ 
lance were dispatched, as well as an on-call 
doctor to support them.” 

The symptoms of carbon monoxide poi¬ 
soning vary depending on the degree of ex¬ 
posure. Mild symptoms include headaches, 
nausea and vomiting, and can be confused 
with flu and food poisoning. 

Moderate exposure can cause general 
weakness, dizziness and unsteadiness, short¬ 
ness of breath, chest pains, confusion and 
drowsiness. 

In severe cases deterioration can be quick, 
leading to seizures, coma and even death. 

EMAS has released advice on how to avoid 
carbon monoxide poisoning. It suggests: 

■ Fit a British or European standard carbon 
monoxide alarm 

■ Make sure rooms are well ventilated when 
an appliance is being used 

■ Employ a qualified, reputable and appro¬ 
priately-registered engineer for work on all 
fuel-burning and gas appliances

Police to wear 
CCTV cameras 

POLICE will wear special CCTV 
cameras on their uniforms during 
a dedicated operation to deter and 
tackle anti-social behaviour in the 
north of the town this weekend. 

Northampton North Safer Com¬ 
munity team will patrol identified 
“hotspot” areas on Saturday and 
Sunday, stopping and searching 
individuals, confiscating alcohol, 
attending incidents, and making 
arrests where necessary. 

Sgt Martin Treen, leading the 
operation, said: “We will be using 
all the powers at our disposal to 
deal with any offenders.” 

He added: “Officers will be 
wearing body-worn CCTV which 
will capture evidence. 

“We are also working hard to 
prevent and deter occurrences 
of anti-social behaviour and we 
are involved in many youth pro¬ 
grammes and activities through 
schools.”

Police net huge 
cannabis haul 


POLICE have recovered a haul of cannabis 
resin worth an estimated £750,000 follow¬ 
ing the search of a lorry in Northampton¬ 
shire. 

The drugs were found in the back of the truck af¬ 
ter it was stopped on a section of the Ml motorway, 
near Crick, on 8.45pm on Friday. 

A 34-year-old man was arrested at the scene. 

A further two lorries, believed to be travelling in 
convoy with the first truck, were followed into War¬ 
wickshire where they were also eventually stopped. 

Two men, aged 34 and 45, were also arrested. 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire Police said: 
“A quantity of what is believed to be cannabis resin 
with a street value of between £500,000 and £750,000 
was recovered from the first lorry after it was pulled 
over as part of a routine stop and search. 

“The other two lorries are currently being 
searched.” 

All the men arrested at the scene have been re¬ 
leased on bail. 


The haul was made made less than four weeks af¬ 
ter police denied Northamptonshire had a growing 
drugs problem after it emerged seizures across the 
county have spiralled by more than 400 per cent over 
the past decade. 

New figures from the Home Office have revealed 
police carried out more drugs seizures per person in 
Northamptonshire last year than any of the other 
four forces across the East Midlands. 

The figures revealed the number of drugs seizures 
across the county has increased by 43 per cent in the 
last 12 months, the second biggest increase of any 
area in the country 

Indeed, over the past 10 years the number of drug 
busts in Northamptonshire has swelled by 411 per 
cent, the new statistics have shown. 

Between April 1, 2010, and March 31, this year, po¬ 
lice in Northamptonshire made 2,147 drugs seizures 
compared to only 420 in 2001. 

Cannabis remains the biggest problem in the 
county, with 1.3 tonnes of herbal cannabis taken off 
the streets in the last 12 months. 


Arrest in drugs swoops 


THREE people were arrested 
when more than 50 officers 
raided the homes of suspected 
drug barons across Northamp¬ 
tonshire and on the south coast 
of England. 

Officers launched Tuesday’s 
dawn raids, which had been 
more than a year in the plan¬ 
ning, to target what detectives 
believed were the drug gangs 
responsible for most of the 
county’s dealing. 

In total, nine drugs warrants 
were executed, including eight 
in Northamptonshire. The 
ninth raid was carried out in 
Southampton, Hampshire. 

A team of 50 uniformed of¬ 
ficers, together with detec¬ 
tives from Northamptonshire’s 


CID unit and specialist support 
officers, took part in the 
swoops as part of Operation 
Guardian. 

Three arrests - a woman and 
two Northampton men - were 
made in the county, while an¬ 
other man was arrested follow¬ 
ing the raid in Southampton. 
Three vehicles, with an esti¬ 
mated total value of £75,000, 
were also seized. 

Detective Inspector Mark 
Brayfield, of the serious and 
organised regional crime team, 
said officers were determined 
to “root out” organised drug 
dealers across the county. 

He said: “Today’s action is 
the culmination of a long-term 
investigation into the supply 


of drugs in Northamptonshire 
and other counties. 

“We believe there are organ¬ 
ised crime groups responsible 
for much of the supply of drugs 
in the county and we are deter¬ 
mined to root them out and cut 
off the wider criminality and 
anti-social behaviour associ¬ 
ated with it.” 

Police yesterday said a 34- 
year-old man was arrested at 
an address in Brockton Street, 
Kingsthorpe Hollow, North¬ 
ampton, on suspicion of drugs 
offences. 

A 33-year-old man was also 
arrested at an address in 
Wheatfield Road, Abington, 
Northampton, on suspicion of 
handling offences.

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Stallion stars 
in Holy parade

MORE than 100 Shia 
Muslims took part in a 
funeral procession in 
Northampton to com¬ 
memorate the death 
of the grandson of the 
Prophet Mohammed. 

Dozens of men and women 
wearing black slapped their 
chests and chanted as they 
walked along Lome Road, 
Bailiff Street and Louise Road 
in The Mounts on Tuesday. 

The Ashura procession is 
one of the most significant 
events in the Shia Muslim 
calendar and remembers the 
death of the Prophet Moham¬ 
med’s grandson, Hussain, 
who was six months old. 

The procession, held at 
lpm, started at the Shia Mus¬ 
lim’s Community Centre and 
also included a white stallion 


horse to remind people of the 
important role played at the 
Battle of Karbala by Imam 
Hussain’s steed, named Zulji- 
nah. 

SyedJafri, trustee of AGHA, 
the charity which represents 
Shia Muslims in Northamp¬ 
tonshire, said: “Events like 
this happen in the Shia com¬ 
munity across the world. 

“This is the second year we 
have held it in Northampton 
and it is the biggest of its kind 
in the Midlands. 

“We have people travelling 
here from Dunstable, Leices¬ 
ter and Bedford. 

“The people all beat their 
chest and cry to protest 
against the killing of Prophet 
Mohammed’s grandson.” 

While the procession took 
place , Bailiff Street, Lome 
Road and Louise Road were 


temporarily closed to traffic. 
Officers from Northampton¬ 
shire Police were present to 
ensure the procession went 
smoothly. 

For 10 days leading up to 
the Ashura Day parade, Shia 
Muslims commemorate their 
loss. The Battle of Karbala 
has become symbolic to Shia 
Muslims of ‘the struggle 
against injustice, tyranny and 
oppression’. 

Mr Jafri said the proces¬ 
sion yesterday had been made 
even more poignant by the 
suicide bombing attacks in 
Afghanistan yesterday which 
killed 55 and injured 134 peo¬ 
ple who had gathered for the 
Ashura holiday. 

Shia Muslims are the sec¬ 
ond largest Muslim group and 
have lived in Northampton for 
more than 30 years.

Final stage of 'village' will 
include pub and shops 


OFFICIALS have granted permission for 
the final section of the new Upton village 
on the west of Northampton to be built. 

The final stage of development will see a 
pub, restaurant, mini-supermarket and a 
number of shops built in the village, as well 
as 324 additional homes. 

The plans were approved during a meet¬ 
ing of the West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation’s (WNDC) planning com¬ 
mittee at the Guildhall on Tuesday. 

Committee member, Councillor Richard 
Church (Lib Dem, Kingsley) said he believed 
the new pub would be particularly wel¬ 
comed by residents of the village, which 
was designed with personal input from 
Prince Charles. 

He said: “I think it’s important people 
have a pub they can say is their ‘local’, rath¬ 
er than having to go into Sixfields. 

“It will provide a focal point for the com¬ 
munity and I hope it will be a good facility 
for the people of Upton. 

“Upton has been a landmark development 


for Northampton. It includes some of our 
best architecture and it will be good to see 
it finished.” 

Before last night’s meeting, some Upton 
residents had expressed concerns that the 
development of new houses, shops and a 
pub would create problems with parking 
and noise. 

But members of the planning committee 
welcomed the move to complete Upton after 
the project had been delayed by the down¬ 
turn in the housing market. 

Councillor Joy Capstick (Lab, Talavera) 
said: “I think this will finish off the existing 
development at Upton very well. I like the 
look and the aesthetic feel of the develop¬ 
ment and welcome this addition to it.” 

Councillor Michael Hallam (Con, Park- 
lands) added: “I think it’s excellent, but I 
see no reason why the shops and facilities 
shouldn’t be developed sooner rather than 
later, so I would encourage the development 
of those before the new houses if that is 
possible.”

A MOTHER'S fight to im¬ 
prove football facilities in her 
local area, in memory of her 
professional footballer son, 
has received a boost thanks 
to the borough council. 

Former Cobblers trainee Rich¬ 
ard Butcher was playing for League 
Two club Macclesfield Town when 
he died from an undiagnosed heart 
condition in January this year, 
aged just 29. 

Since his death, his family has set 
up a memorial fund to raise money 
for a new pitch and clubhouse in 
the Far Cotton area, where he grew 
up and where they still live. 

His mother, Gail, met council of¬ 
ficials, including the leader of the 
authority, Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh, at the Guildhall last Thurs¬ 
day to discuss potential sites for a 
new pitch. 

Speaking afterwards she praised 
the council’s support for the 
project, saying: “The meeting went 
very well. The council are really go¬ 
ing to look into things very deeply 
now to see where, within the local 
area, the pitch can be built. 

“We have another meeting on 
January 1 for them to get back to 
us about certain land we have dis¬ 
cussed. 

“Hopefully they will have some 
good news for us then. 


“They were all very supportive 
and took lots of notes. They sug¬ 
gested certain areas and we have 
suggested areas, so hopefully we 
will have something to tell on Janu¬ 
ary 1. 

“I’m so excited now. We have 
worked so hard. 

“I have been quite emotional to¬ 
day because it’s been quite stress¬ 
ful up to this point, but it’s nice to 
know we are being listened to and 
hopefully some good will come out 
of it and a lot people in the area 
will be really pleased.” 

Councillor Mackintosh (Con, 
Rectory Farm) said: “After speaking 
with the parents of Richard Butch¬ 
er, I was touched by their story and 
think this is an excellent way of 
celebrating the love Richard had 
for the game as well as giving some¬ 
thing to the community.

'Terrified' by flats 


SERIOUS concerns have been 
raised about plans to build more 
than 400 student flats in a North¬ 
ampton side-street. 

Plans to build the block of 406 
apartments in Bective Road, King- 
sthorpe, were first revealed in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The firm behind the plans said 
it would create “modern, purpose- 
built student accommodation”. 

But councillors representing the 
area said people living in terraced 
houses next to the site were “terri¬ 
fied” by the proposals for the six- 


storey building. 

And now, planning officials from 
Northampton Borough Council 
have also warned the large develop¬ 
ment would be “overbearing”. 

In a report which will be seen 
by the council’s planning commit¬ 
tee next week, Guildhall planning 
officer Ben Clarke said: “There are 
significant concerns regarding the 
scale of the development and the 
potential impacts that it would cre¬ 
ate.” 

Members will discuss the pro¬ 
posals on Tuesday.

Young cats found 
dumped in park 



THE RSPCA is appealing for information after these two young cats were found abandoned at Sywell 
Country Park 


TWO cats - one of which 
had recently given birth 
- have been found dumped 
in a carrier bag in a North¬ 
ampton country park. 

A concerned member of the 
public found the two female cats, 
both about 10 months old, near 
the entrance of Sywell Country 
Park, in Washbrook Lane, Ecton. 

The RSPCA has appealed for 
information about the pair of 
distinctively-coloured cats, who 
were found on the morning of 
Saturday, November 26. 

They have since been taken to 
the RSPCA Northamptonshire 
branch in Semilong Road, North¬ 
ampton. 

RSPCA inspector Polly Under¬ 
wood said: “These poor cats could 
have been left overnight and it is 
heartbreaking to think that some¬ 


one appears to have just dumped 
them. 

“One of the cats is producing 
milk, but is not pregnant, which 
therefore means that some¬ 
where she has a litter of kittens, 
which may have been ready to be 
weaned. These cats are beautiful 
and quite unusual in their colour¬ 
ing, so someone somewhere must 
know who they belong to.” 

The discovery was made only 
two days before another couple of 
young cats were found in a North¬ 
ampton alleyway. 

Those two tabby cats, believed 
to be sisters, were found aban¬ 
doned in a basket. 

An RSPCA spokesman said the 
charity’s centres were facing a 
greater burden on resources as 
the number of pets being aban¬ 
doned increased. 

He said: “In the field, our of¬ 


ficers anecdotally report a rise 
in sick or injured animals aban¬ 
doned throughout England and 
Wales, presumably because their 
owners could not afford to pay for 
their veterinary treatment. 

“Those that are found in time 
to be treated are then cared for by 
the RSPCA, and put up for adop¬ 
tion at our animal centres. 

“However, many centres are 
also anecdotally finding that few¬ 
er pets in their care are being re¬ 
homed, as many people are now 
unable to take on what is a sub¬ 
stantial financial commitment in 
caring for an animal.” 

Anyone with information 
about the cats can call the RSPCA 
on 0300 1234 999. 

People found guilty of causing 
unnecessary suffering to an ani¬ 
mal face up to six months in jail, 
and a £20.000 fine.

ONE of Northampton¬ 
shire's most senior po¬ 
lice chiefs has report¬ 
edly called for all new 
motorists to be put on 
probation after passing 
their driving tests. 

Suzette Davenport, deputy 
chief constable at Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police, told a national 
newspaper that newly-quali¬ 
fied drivers should be barred 
from motorways and forbid¬ 
den from driving at night as 
part of her plans to introduce 
“graduated licences”. 

Miss Davenport is one of 
the country’s most senior traf¬ 
fic police officers, having re¬ 
cently been appointed as the 
national lead for roads at the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO). 

Under the proposals, new 
drivers would also face lim¬ 
its on how many passengers 
they could carry and would be 
forced to display the currently 
optional ‘P’ plate, for provi¬ 
sional drivers. 

She said: “At the moment, 
people learn to drive mainly 
in calm residential streets 
when it’s light. 

“They don’t have much ex¬ 


perience of driving on busy 
A-roads or in the dark. 

“Yet as soon as they get 
a licence they can drive on 
motorways at speed and carry 
as many passengers as they 
like. 

“The vast majority are re¬ 
sponsible but some - especial¬ 
ly young people - take risks 
and drive too quickly. 

“I am enthusiastic about 
graduated licences and I 
would like to put some con¬ 
straints on new drivers.” 

She said the move could also 
help young drivers by bring¬ 
ing down their insurance pre¬ 
miums. 

Miss Davenport is also call¬ 
ing for all drivers to be banned 
from drinking any alcohol at 
all and for drivers caught us¬ 
ing mobiles, laptops or other 
electronic devices at the wheel 
to be prosecuted. 

She will raise the issue of 
graduated licences with min¬ 
isters at the Department for 
Transport next month. 

She told the Mail on Sunday. 
“The scheme needs further 
work on exactly how it would 
operate, but my view to minis¬ 
ters is that this needs explor¬ 
ing.”

Restaurant 
may fight 
road plan

A RESTAURANT owner 
has complained that 
what should be his 
busiest period of the 
year has been jeopard¬ 
ised by the closure of 
the town centre's busi¬ 
est street. 

Bridge Street, the town’s 
nightlife hot-spot, is due to 
be closed to traffic on Friday 
and Saturday nights until 
New Year’s Eve between 8pm 
and 4am. 

An application by the 
Northampton Community 
Safety Partnership earlier 
this year to make the clo¬ 
sures permanent was with¬ 
drawn following complaints 
from local businesses who 
said they suffered during the 
18-month trial period. 

But the latest festive move 
by the partnership has re¬ 
newed anger among busi¬ 
nesses who said they were 
hoping for crucial trade in 
the lead-up to Christmas. 

Mohammed Ahmin, the 
owner of Royal Bengal, in 


Bridge Street, said the part¬ 
nership did not understand 
the impact the closures had 
on trade and he intended to 
seek legal advice over them. 

He said: “I’ve been sur¬ 
prised that despite deciding 
not to go ahead with apply¬ 
ing for a permanent closure 
because of complaints, they 
still close it every so often. 

“I’m all for public safety, 
but I don’t believe this helps; 
encouraging people to con¬ 
gregate in the road and make 
them feel invincible. 

“This should be my best 
time of year for business; 
we’re taking everything into 
account with the economy, 
but we definitely see an im¬ 
pact because of the closures. 

“It could kill off business 
in the town centre at our most 
important time of year.” 

The partnership believes 
police are better able to man¬ 
age the street, which is lined 
with bars and clubs and at¬ 
tracts hundreds of people 
every weekend, by stopping 
cars from using it on week¬ 
end nights.

Council is urged 
not to sell land 


A COUNCILLOR says the 
disruptive roadworks at 
Kingsthorpe will have 
been "all for nothing" if 
the Buckton Fields scheme 
goes ahead. 

In what she described as “a real 
last-ditch attempt” to prevent the 
controversial 1,050-home develop¬ 
ment taking place, county coun¬ 
cillor Sally Beardsworth (.Lib 
Dem, Kingsthorpe ) will put for¬ 
ward a motion urging the council 
to block the proposed develop¬ 
ment by refusing to sell its share 
of the land. 

The council owns 81 acres of 
the 123-acre site in Whitehills, 
on the northern edge of King¬ 
sthorpe. 

Councillor Beardsworth said: 
“Traffic in Kingsthorpe is already 
terrible. 


“All the work at the Cock Ho¬ 
tel junction will be for nothing 
if 1,050 new houses are built at 
Buckton Fields.” 

The roadworks in Harborough 
Road caused five months of dis¬ 
ruption to motorists and traders. 

Councillor Beardsworth added: 
“The houses will eradicate all the 
good work that scheme has put in 
place. 

“The land is worth a lot of 
money, but if it was going to have 
a detrimental effect on the whole 
area what price do you put on 
that?” 

Residents living near the pro¬ 
posed site were outraged when 
Daventry District Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee voted to grant 
planning permission in October. 

Angela Bartlett, chairwoman 
of Whitehills and Spring Park 
Residents’ Association, said she 


hoped the council would not sell 
the land: “The roadworks appear 
to have eased the congestion but 
if you add another 7,000 move¬ 
ments a day you’re back to square 
one.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “Any decision to sell the land 
at Buckton Fields would be a cabi¬ 
net decision and this could only 
be done if the land was deemed 
to be surplus to the council’s re¬ 
quirements.” 

Andrew Wilson, director of de¬ 
velopers Ensign Group, said: “It 
is our intention to work together 
with the appropriate local au¬ 
thorities and parish councils to 
deliver the best possible scheme 
for the site.”

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Town has driest year since 1921 


NORTHAMPTON is facing its driest year since 1921, 
after a mild autumn produced just two-thirds of the 
normal rainfall. 

Across the county, as well as the rest of the country, water 
companies have been warned to brace themselves for drought 
conditions in 2012. 

Unlike last November, when the town endured harsh snow 
conditions and freezing temperatures, last month was notice¬ 
ably mild, around 2.5 degrees warmer than usual. 

Overall, temperatures averaged 9.4 degrees, with just one 
frost on November 28, which prompted the Highways Agency to 
make their second gritting round of the season. 

It made it the mildest November since 1999. 

Mike Lewis, manager of Pitsford Hall Weather Station at 
Pitsford School, collated the information. 


In his weather report he said: “Considering the three months 
together - September, October and November - this has been 
the mildest autumn since 2006. 

“However, rainfall continues to be worryingly short of the 
mark. 

“A total of 33.5mm of rain fell in November, less than 68 per 
cent of the expected total. 

“With only one more month to go in 2011, annual rainfall 
still only stands at 352.1mm, 58.6 per cent of the expected 
amount. 

“Although not breaking the record for the driest year in 
Northampton, which was 1921 with only 347.2mm, it is likely 
to become the second driest even with above average rainfall 
in December. Seasonally, this autumn has been the driest since 
1978.” 

Mr Lewis warned back in the summer that the town was way 


behind its rainfall levels. 

The end-of-month report comes as Environment Secretary 
Caroline Spelman said water companies need to prepare now 
for the possibility of a drought next summer. 

Water levels at Pitsford Reservoir have dropped to only half 
full, forcing The Environment Agency to issue the supplier 
with a permit allowing water to be taken from the River Nene 
in Duston. 

Anglian Water will be allowed to refill the reservoir, which 
supplies water to households and businesses in Northampton, 
Brixworth and Daventry, until March 31 if necessary. 

Environment manager David Hawley said the Environment 
agency will be closely monitoring the river. 

He added: “Water companies, businesses and consumers all 
have a role to play to conserve water so there are sufficient sup¬ 
plies for all of us and the environment next year.”

Ms Kentish said: “Before 
Chloe was born I had a son 
who died prematurely and 
then Chloe was premature 
and treated in the ward, so 
it’s a cause very close to my 
heart.

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'had guardian angel' 


THE American "tweeter" who 
helped reunite a Northampton 
schoolboy with his missing pet 
chicken believes her dead cat 
kept the "chicken that crossed 
the road" safe. 

Moulton School pupil, Tom Cow¬ 
ley, aged 11, lost his hen, Ginger, who 
was found at a nursery just across 
the road, three days after she escaped 
his garden in Park View, Moulton. 

Jennifer London, who lives in Nash¬ 
ville, Tennessee, said she believed it was 
the spirit of her cat Diamond that kept 
the Gingernut Ranger hen safe as she 
crossed the busy A43. 

Ms London played a key role in reunit¬ 


ing the pair after retweeting a message 
from Tom’s mother, Louise, on the social 
networking website Twitter, which was 
seen by Daventry-based Pets Located, 
who then produced posters that led to 
Ginger’s recovery 

She described her involvement in the 
story as an “incredible experience,” and 
said: “This has been one of the most ex¬ 
traordinary weeks of my life.” 

Ms London lost her black and white 
cat, Diamond, to lymphoma in Septem¬ 
ber 2008. 

She said after his death his siblings, 
Teddy and Celine, both felt lost. 

So when Louise tweeted that Ginger’s 
sister, Pepper, was miserable it struck a 
chord with Ms London, who said “it ab¬ 


solutely broke my heart”. 

She said: “I suspect that Ginger had a 
black and white angel named Diamond 
watching over her and keeping her safe 
when she crossed the street.” 

Ms London often re-tweets lost ani¬ 
mal appeals, and her latest re-tweet on 
the Sunday night Ginger went missing, 
happened, by chance, to be seen by Pets 
Located. 

The lost and found service was 
launched earlier this year by Catherine 
Inglis, who runs the service from her 
Daventry home. 

Ginger was the first successful 
reunion for the service, which aims 
to reunite missing pets with their own¬ 
ers.

How did you 
get started? 

“I was looking for 
life drawing classes 
in the area, but the 
ones I found were 
quite formal and 
expensive. 

I decided to set up 
a class at my studio 
in Northampton’s 
Fish Market. 

That’s where we 
came up with the 
idea of ‘Lounging Ladies,’ 
where models wear 
period costumes. 

What inspired you to start 
Lounging Ladies? 

“I absolutely love drawing 
and as I was new to 
Northampton it was a way 
to meet likeminded people. 

It is a very social activity and 
after every class we have 
a cup of coffee and bacon 
sandwich and sit around 
chatting.” 

You also work for a charity? 

“Yes it’s called Action 
Support, for people with 
mental and physical health 
difficulties. We offer drawing 
classes as a cathartic 
process and holistic therapy 
treatments, like massage and 
aromatherapy.” 

Where do you source your 
materials? 

“I try to keep costs as low as 
possible so I make my own 
paint. It’s a bit like cooking 
but more intense. I get my 
pigments from a windmill in 
Amsterdam, where they’ve 
been making them since 
Rembrandt’s time! I also 
make my own resins and 
varnishes.” 

How has Lounging Ladies 
grown in numbers? 

“It gets quite busy! We 
fit about nine or ten in 
comfortably. We have our 
regulars, some of whom 
are professional artists and 
some who just come along 
to try it out. We also get 
bookings for birthday parties 
and alternative hen nights.” 


The Kenco Millicano Trend 
Report highlights that 64% 
want to take up a new 
skill in 2012. How will you 
encourage people to take 
up life drawing? 

“I will continue to promote 
the classes on Facebook 
and offer different drawing 
classes like painting on 
canvas and portrait classes. 
For me, community spirit 
is really important, so the 
more involvement with local 
people the better. ” 

Your models’ costumes 
combine vintage with 
burlesque. Why do you 
think vintage is such a 
popular trend? 

“It harks back to an era that 
was both stylish and thrifty. 
Vintage is such a good look!” 
What’s your favourite 
aspect of the life drawing 
classes? 

“The challenge of recreating 
texture, skin tone and 
contours. Humans are 
amazing!” 

If you could start a brand 
new trend tomorrow what 
would it be? 

“I would start the ‘wellbeing 
drawing’ trend: putting pencil 
to paper for 15 minutes a 
day to relax, then everyone 
would share their drawing on 
Facebook. It would be lovely 
to watch it grow.” 

Any advice to other men/ 
women wanting to start a 
new business? 

“Follow your passion, do 
something you love, and that 
love will rub off on others 
involved in the project.”

POLICE in Leicestershire have appealed for help 
from the public in Northampton in tracing a man 
who indecently assaulted a young woman. 

Officers from Leicestershire Constabulary have 
released an artist’s impression of a man they 
are hunting following the incident in Market 
Harborough last month.

TRIBUTES have been paid to one 
of Northampton Town Football 
Association's longest-serving 
members. 

Former chairman and president, Alan 
Robinson, passed away, aged 85, at his 
home in Moulton, on November 27. 

Mr Robinson, who was made life vice- 
president of the association in 2010, was 
well-known among Northampton’s foot¬ 
ball community, having served on the 
association’s committee for more than 50 
years altogether. 

He served as chairman for 27 years 
from 1966 to 1993, and spent 22 years as 
president, from 1987 until 2009. 

Tony Major, secretary of the associa¬ 
tion, knew Mr Robinson for 45 years. He 
said: “I met him when I came on to the 
committee of the association in 1976. 

“He was a very quiet man. 
He went about his job in a quiet way. 

“He was never a man to get upset and 
start shouting his mouth off. 


“I know the association will miss 
him.” 

The Northampton Town Football Asso¬ 
ciation was founded in 1894 and runs all 
the club competitions in Northampton, 
including 11 cup competitions. 

Mr Robinson started off playing in 
goal for the old Post Office team, the 
Northampton Royals, for which he was 
also secretary and treasurer. 

An accountant in his working life, for 
the former Abington Motors, in Welling¬ 
borough Road, Mr Robinson also did the 
accounts for the football association until 
about five years ago, 15 years after retir¬ 
ing. 

Ten years ago he donated a cup - The 
Alan Robinson Cup - which is awarded to 
the under-13 boys team champions each 
year. Until a couple of years ago Mr Rob¬ 
inson presented the cup himself. 

He was also involved with Northamp¬ 
ton Town Football League for more than 
40 years, including as vice-president. 

Mr Robinson leaves a wife, Eileen.

Ticking along nicely 



M ARTIN Scorsese swaps 
the mean streets of 
New York for the win¬ 
try boulevards of 1930s Paris 
for this Oscar-tipped first foray 
into family films and also the 
3D format. 

Hugo might revolve around 
the exploits of a pre-teenage 
boy and deal with themes of 
childhood innocence and the 
death of a parent but this 
impeccably crafted adventure 
is too sophisticated for young 
audiences. 

Apart from a couple of 
well-orchestrated chases and 
slapstick courtesy of Sacha 
Baron Cohen with a squeaky 
leg brace, there is little here 
to entertain boys and girls the 
same age as the diminutive 
hero. 

Indeed, the cumbersome 
running time and slow-paced 
first half will prove a test for 
parents too, especially those 
without a love for the bygone 
age of cinema, which Scors¬ 
ese indulges in every lustrous 
frame. 

While the narrative has its 
flaws, adapted by screenwrit¬ 
er John Logan from Brian 
Selznick’s book The Invention 
Of Hugo Cabret, the on-screen 


craftsmanship is impeccable, 
from Robert Richardson’s 
stunning cinematography to 
Dante Ferretti’s production 
design and Sandy Powell’s 
costumes. 

Even more pleasing is how 
well the 3D fits Scorsese’s 
vision, coming to the fore as 
the camera swoops along the 
concourse of a train station 
or darts between whirring 
cogs of a giant clock. 

Twelve-year-old Hugo Ca¬ 
bret (Asa Butterfield) is raised 
by his father (Jude Law), 
who works at a museum and 
has a passion for cinema and 
mechanical devices. 


The old man dies, leaving 
behind an intricate automa¬ 
ton, and Hugo is forced to 
live secretly in the station 
with his hard-drinking Uncle 
Claude (Ray Winstone), who 
maintains the clocks. 

When the bottle claims 
Claude’s life, Hugo continues 
to tend the clocks while steal¬ 
ing food from the shopkeepers 
without attracting the atten¬ 
tion of the station inspector 
(Sacha Baron Cohen). 

An encounter with bookish 
Isabelle (Chloe Grace Moretz), 
goddaughter of toy shop 
owner Papa Georges (Sir Ben 
Kingsley), catalyses a journey 


of self-discovery that Hugo 
hopes will lead to a message 
from beyond the grave from 
his father. 

Hugo whirs gently for the 
first hour, and only really 
kicks into gear once the boy 
inserts Isabelle’s heart-shaped 
key into the automaton and 
reveals one character’s true 
identity. 

From here, Scorsese in¬ 
dulges his passion for cinema, 
lovingly recreating films of 
the era and paying homage to 
the early pioneers including 
the Lumiere brothers. 

Butterfield is an endearing 
if mournful central presence, 
contrasting with Moretz, who 
is luminous in every frame. 

Older cast struggle to put 
meat on the bones of their 
thinly sketched characters, 
while Baron Cohen’s comic 
relief grates as much as it 
delights, including some 
surprisingly tender scenes 
with Emily Mortimer as the 
station florist. 

Romantic subplots bloat the 
running time, running the 
risk of losing young audi¬ 
ences entirely. 

Hugo is high art but our 
hearts fail to skip a beat.

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I T was as though the road-mending 
fairies had been hard at work, as the 
recently-revised Subaru turned onto 
the black stuff to start the test drive. 

Not an hour before, this same stretch 
of Tarmac felt like an assault course 
in the car I used to reach the hotel 
where the latest Forester was making 
its debut. 

Pulling away in the all-wheel driver 
from Gunma, Japan was liking rolling 
off rocks onto a feather bed. 

Suddenly the world was a nicer 
place, even on a dull, downpour-y day 
where so many unlit fellow road users 
made simply spotting them a hit-and- 
(thankfully)-miss affair. 

Subaru has always ploughed its own 
engineering furrow, convinced that 
driving all four wheels made complete 
sense, especially when the going gets 
slippery. So does an engine whose four 
cylinders sit parallel with the road, 
keeping the weight as low as possible. 

This emphasis on getting the phys¬ 
ics right has meant perhaps a bit less 
attention to how the car looks inside 
and out, making for a fiercely loyal 
group of owners but a harder time in 
the showroom. 

And truth to tell, the Forester is 
no looker.

Aidy lifts 
spirits at 
Sixfields

Saints woe as bans 
hit European hopes 


SAINTS have until today 
(Thurs) to appeal after Chris 
Ashton was handed a four- 
week ban for dragging Ale- 
sana Tuilagi into touch by 
his hair in last Saturday's ex¬ 
plosive east midlands derby 
with Leicester. 

At the same hearing, team-mate 
Phil Dowson was given a two-week 
ban for a dangerous tackle on Sa¬ 
racens’ Alex Goode, while the good 
news for Saints fans was that Tom 
Wood’s red card - along with Tui- 
lagi’s - for punching at Leicester 
was deemed sufficient and he will 
be able to play against Castres in 
the Heineken Cup this weekend. 


But Ashton won’t be seen again in 
a Saints shirt until next year. 

If the club decide not to appeal, 
then Ashton won’t be able to play 
again until the Friday night Pre¬ 
miership clash with leaders Harle¬ 
quins on January 6. 

Pulling Tuilagi off the pitch by 
his hair sparked a mass brawl at 
Welford Road that saw Wood and 
the Leicester winger red-carded for 
punching. 

And citing officer Mike Rafter 
ruled that others could have gone 
the same way as he handed level 
one citings to Courtney Lawes and 
Tigers’ Geordan Murphy and Hora- 
cio Agulla. 

All three are allowed to carry on 


playing. Ashton denied the charge 
of unsportsmanlike conduct, but 
the three-man panel at the Royal 
Courts of Justice in London ruled 
him guilty and ordered the England 
star to pay £500 costs. 

Judge Jeff Blackett, who chaired 
the hearing, said: “We accepted that 
this started by accident, but it be¬ 
came clear that at some stage Chris 
Ashton knew what he was doing. 

“If you pull somebody by the hair 
there is an element of denigration 
and this act was a catalyst for a 
mass brawl that resulted in two red 
cards and significantly affected the 
image of the game. 

“Without any laid-down guidance 
on sanction we have aligned the 


offence to that of spitting, and re¬ 
duced the entry level points to that 
of three, six and 10 weeks for low, 
mid-range and top end respectively. 

“This was a mid-range offence 
but we have reduced the sanction 
by two weeks based on the player’s 
good record and conduct at the 
hearing.” 

Dowson will miss the Heineken 
Cup double-header against Cast- 
res, as well as Premiership games 
against Bath and Newcastle. 

But Saints will be relieved to have 
Wood available for the trip to France 
this weekend, as Calum Clark is out 
with a dislocated thumb and No.8 
Roger Wilson is nursing an elbow in¬ 
jury sustained at Leicester. 


AIDY BOOTHROYD’S arrival at the 
Cobblers has lifted the club ‘from 
top to bottom’, according to Six- 
fields chairman David Cardoza. 

The new boss today completes his 
first full week in the manager’s of¬ 
fice at Town, during which time he 
has ramped up training alongside 
assistant manager Andy King. 

Attention now turns to the 
visit of Crewe Alexandra on 
Saturday in what will see 
the side selected by a fourth 
different coach in the space of four 
games. 

“Aidy has come in and he’s really 
lifted the spirits of everyone at the 
club, from top to bottom,” said Car¬ 
doza. 

“He has brought a good, posi¬ 
tive feeling to the club. Eve¬ 
ryone is very bright and bub¬ 
bly and he has lifted everyone’s 
spirits. 

“The players are all buzzing and 
I’m hearing lots of good things at 
the moment. We’ve just got to turn 
it into something on Saturday now. 

“I’m really looking forward to 
the game at the weekend, but we’ve 
been on an awful run and nobody is 
expecting miracles.” 

Given the weak form of the side 
-the team have not won since the 2- 
1 triumph at Barnet more than two 
months ago - expectations are be¬ 
ing pegged low for the visit of the 
Railwaymen to Sixfields. 

“We’re in bad form so we’re just 
looking for little signs of improve¬ 
ment,” he said. “Any sort of im¬ 
provement will be acceptable to be 
honest. 

“The league table doesn’t lie but 
I genuinely don’t think we’ve got a 
group of players here that should 
be 21st in the league. 

“Aidy is well aware of the situ¬ 
ation from the interview process 
and we’ve got to stabilise and stop 
the rot to start with, and then win 
as many games as we can.” 

Meanwhile, the player-of-the- 
month award at Sixfields, which 
is sponsored by Aspers casino and 
usually given to the team’s top-per¬ 
forming individual, has been given 
to the supporters for November. 

The Town faithful watched their 
team slump to a heaviest home loss 
since 1947, an FA Cup exit to non¬ 
league opposition at Luton, and a 
4-1 defeat to bottom-of-the-league 
Plymouth Argyle during that time. 

Kick-off for Saturday’s Sixfields 
showdown with Crewe Alexandra 
is at 3pm. 
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
